Reporting  for  the  American  Bible 
Society,  Rev.  Thomas  T.  Holloway  of 
Dallas,  said  that  the  psist  year  was 
the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the 
Society.  More  than  nine  million  scrip¬ 
tures  were  distributed  throughout  the 
world  and  more  than  four  million  in 
the  United  States.  Two  and  one-half 
million  Scriptures  were  distributed  in 
war- tom  areas  including  150,000  to 
the  Japanese  in  the  Japanese  language 
and  10,000  in  Russian  that  actually 
reach^  Russia. 

Mr.  Holloway  said  that  of  the  total 
gifts  of  $818,943  received  by  the  So¬ 
ciety.  $91,740  was  given  by  Southern 
Baptists. 

Preceding  the  annual  sermon,  the 
Blue  Mountain  Glee  Club  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Steven  Barwlck.  di¬ 
rector  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Buchanan,  or¬ 
ganist,  rendered  two  numbers  and 
the  octet  one  number.  Their  music 
was  up  to  the  usual  high  stsindard 
set  by  previous  Blue  Motmtaln  groups. 

At  the  Tuesday  morning  session  the 
Baptist  Hospital  at  Jackson  was 
granted  permission  to  go  In  debt  in 
order  to  purchase  land  for  badly 
needed  expansion. 

Harvey  Hedgepeth,  vice  president 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  explained 
that  the  hospital  now  M>ent  ^yproxl- 
mately  $SO,000  per  year  for  laundry. 
He  also  emphasized  the  argent  need 
for  partdng  space  for  people  visiting 
hospital  patients.  Oongresaman 
M.  Whtttbogton  offered  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  Article  vn  of  the  oonstitution

of  the  following:  “The  members  or 
trustees  of  the  Baptist  Education  «haii 
be  elected  by  the  convention  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  charter  of  the  commission.* 

For  the  past  few  years  the  execu¬ 
tive  committee  of  the  convention 
board,  which  is  ^ected  by  the  con¬ 
vention  board,  has  acted  as  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Commission.  The  effect  of  this 
action  is  that  hereafter  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Commission  win  be  elected  by 
the  convention  Instead  of  by  the  con¬ 
vention  board. 

The  orphanage  report  showed  22 
employees  In  addition  to  Superin¬ 
tendent  W.  O.  Mize.  ITiere  are  155 
children  now  at  the  orphanage.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  a  laundry  building 
has  been  completed  and  equipped,  a 
school  bus,  a  farm  truck  and  a  pick¬ 
up  truck  purchased.  Rev.  W.  L.  Mea¬ 
dows  presented  the  Social  Service  re¬ 
port  which  included  the  orphanage 
leiwrt.  Supt.  Mize  presented  a  group 
of  the  orphanage  children  in  a  musi¬ 
cal  program  that  was  touching. 

It  was  recommended  that  $350,000 
given  by  the  trustees  of  the  Baptist 
Memorial  Hospital,  Memphis,  for  the 
establishment  of  an  orphanage  at 
Memphis  be  returned  to  the  hospital 
for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  hospital  trustees  acted  be¬ 
yond  their  authority. 

2.  The  hospital  trustees  made  major 
change  without  presenting  it  to  either 
of  the  three  states  concerned. 

3.  The  action  caused  friction,  there¬ 
fore  could  not  succeed. 

4.  The  hospital  needs  these  funds 
for  material  Improvements. 

A.  L.  Goodrich  editor  of  The  Bap¬ 
tist  Record,  said  that  the  circula¬ 
tion  of  The  Baptist  Record  had 
reached  an  all-time  high  of  62210 
and  that  according  to  business  man¬ 
ager.  Dr.  D.  A.  McCall,  last  year’s 
profits  were  $14,401.

OREGON  BAPTISTS  SPLIT 
INTO  TWO  GROUPS 

PORTLAND,  Ore.  — tRNS)— Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  51  of  this  state’s  90 
Baptist  churches  were  ousted  from 
the  Oregon  Baptist  SUte  Convention 
here  by  a  212  to  171  vote. 

The  ousted  representatives  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  conservative  element 
among  Baptist  churches.  They  have 
long  evinced  dissatisfaction  with  the 
“modernistic*’  and  “liberal”  activities 
of  their  parent  organization,  the 
Northern  Baptist  Convention. 

Their  easter  was  presaged  seme 
time  ago  when  the  state  board  of 
control  of  the  Oregon  Baptist  Con- 
vcbUmi  pasaed  a  resolution  declaring 
ttiat  only  those  churches  cooperating 
with  the  tenets  of  the  Nortbmn  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  weald  be  admitted  to 
the  state  convention. 

The  state  board's  committee  on  cre¬ 
dentials  and  enrollment  then  passed 
on  every  member  church  in  the  state, 
disqualifying  many  of  them. 

When  the  Convention  met  here  a 
bitter  three-hour  fight  ensued,  with 
the  conservatives  losing  a  motion  to 
seat  them.  Only  qualified  delegates 
were  allowed  to  tote,  according  to  re¬ 
ports. 

Members  of  the  orthodox  group 
,  charged  that  the  eonservatives  failed 
to  cooperate  with  the  Northern  BapOst 
Convention  and  had  oent  their  own 
misMonnries  hrto  the  field. 

Follooring  the  vote,  the  oonserva- 
tlves  laned  a  rally  call  and  thooe 
ousted  assembled  at  the  Hinson  Me¬ 
morial  Baptist  Church  where  they 
appointed  a  seven-man  committee  to 
■sake  plans  for  future  acUem.

If  perhaps  the  wives  really  had  to 
“keep  the  goat*  when  their  husbands 
“got“  him.)  One  member,  rather  than 
“keeping  the  goat*  In  the  conven¬ 
tional  manner  purchased  him  for  $25 
and  acquired  him  permsmently,  which 
necessitated  the  securing  of  another 
one  by  the  class. 

In  a  town  of  702  population,  the 
Men's  Bible  class  with  the  goats  as¬ 
sistance  has  an  attendance  ranging 
from  42  to  59  per  Sunday.  W.  B.  Alex¬ 
ander,  Bolivar  Ckarnty  lawyer  and 
teacher  of  the  class  for  20  years  says, 
“Many  experiences  through  the  years 
have  been  Interesting.  The  men  are 
always  coming  up  with  different 
ideas.  But  the  “getting  of  the  goat” 
has  been  Just  about  the  limit  to  date. 

It  is  not  recommended  by  the  fellows, 
however,  except  ax  a  plan  for  rural 
areas,  for  practical  reasons,  since  they 
endorse  the  using  of  “BlDy  goaU”  ex¬ 
clusively.

“Tithes  and  Offerings”  goal  of  $1.- 
299.99 — nearly  $600.00  more  than  the 
average  receipts  per  week.  We  had 
575  In  Sunday  School  with  559  six- 
point  record  system  envelope.s.  The 
receipts  for  the  day  reached  not  $1.- 
29929  but  $1268.81— more  than  two 
and  one-half  times  what  they  nor¬ 
mally  were  before  the  Steward.shlp 
Revival.  In  addition  to  this  manifes¬ 
tation  of  God's  blessings  on  the  meet¬ 
ing.  we  had  365  tithers  and  on  Sun¬ 
day  evening  after  the  visiting  preach¬ 
er  had  gone.  Miss  Pearl  Caldwell,  mis¬ 
sionary  to  China  spoke.  There  were 
three  Indian  girls,  students  in  CJlarke 
College,  volunteered  for  foreign  mis¬ 
sion  service,  two  people  Joined  by  let¬ 
ter  and  one  reconsecration. 

The  Newton  congregation  Is  to  be¬ 
gin  soon  their  new  church  home. 
When  completed  and  equipped  It  will 
cost  around  $160200.

five  CHRISTBIAS  CAROLS— 

OUR  FIRST  CHRISTMAS  GIFT— 

I  love  Chrlstmtu  carols— don’t  you? 
There  is  a  tenderness,  a  simplicity,  a 
note  of  adoration  and  wonder  in  the 
Ctiri^tmas  carols  that  steal  away  from 
me  the  tensions  in  body,  mind  and 
spirit  which  the  years  have  brought 
upon  me.  “Joy  To  The  World,  the 
Lord  Is  Come”,  “O  Come  All  Ye  Faith¬ 
ful",  “O  Little  Town  of  Bethlehem”, 
“Asleep  In  A  Manger”,  “It  Came  Upon 
The  Midnight  Clear",  “Silent  Night, 
Boly  Night” — and  many,  many  other 
faymns  connected  with  Christmas, 
bring  precious  memories  of  Christmas 
Days  and  Christmas  Joys  through  the 
years.  It  would  be  difficult  for  me  to 
select  one  of  these  carols  as  my  fa¬ 
vorite.  They  are  all  dear  to  me. 

During  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  For¬ 
eign  Missions,  November  29-December 
S,  1948,  Womim's  Missionary  Union 
will  sing  five  new  Christmas  Carols. 
They  were  sung  centuries  ago.  But  we 
shadl  put  them  to  music  of  our  own 
choosing  during  this  Week  of  Prayer. 

On  the  first  day  we  shall  sing  the 
Song  of  Isaiah,  who  saw  that  first 
Christmas  Day  in  Bethlehem  and  suc¬ 
ceeding  Christmas  seasons  when  “the 
people  that  walk  in  darkness  have 
seen  a  great  light.”  The  second  day’s 
Christmas  Carol  is  the  Song  of  Mary, 
the  Maiden  of  Nazareth  who  sang  of 
the  coming  of  her  Son  and  her  God, 
whose  coming  would  mean  the  break¬ 
ing  of  chains  which  bound  the  wo¬ 
manhood  of  the  world.  Truly,  her  song 
was  prophecy,  also,  for  "He  that  is 
mighty  hath  done  great  things”  for 
all  women  who  have  heard  the  Christ¬ 
inas  Story.  The  third  day  we  shall 
hear  the  Song  of  the  Angels,  who 
brought  “Good  Tidings  of  Great  Joy.” 
As  we  sing  this  song  we  shall  be 
thinking  of  the  “all  peoples”  for  whom 
the  song  was  written,  but  many  have 
not  yet  heard  it.  On  the  fourth  day 
we  shall  hear  the  Song  of  Zacharlas, 
the  priest  and  the  father  of  the  mis- 
sionsuy,  John,  who  sang  of  the  coining 
of  the  Messiah,  Who  would  “Guide 
our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace.”  The 
fifth  day — the  Day  of  Prayer  Around 
The  World — we  shall  hear  the  Song  of 
Simeon,  another  priest,  who,  when  he 
held  in  his  arms  the  Infant  King, 
sang,  •T^ine  Eyes  Have  Seen  Thy  Sal¬ 
vation." 

We  cannot  afford  to  miss  one  of 
these  Christmas  Carols.  They  call  us 
to  prayer  and  to  thanksgiving,  and 
to  a  tender  remembrance  of  the  true 
meaning  of  Christmas.  Out  of  these 
hours  of  prayer  there  will  come  a 
great  desire  to  give.  The  Christmas 
Spirit  is  the  spirit  of  giving.  Our 
Christmas  Offering  is  our  Birthday 
Gift  to  Jesus.  That  is  the  meaning  of 
the  word  Christmas  —  Christ-mass  — 
The  Worship  of  Christ.  It  has  no  other 
meaning.  Our  gift  is  a  symbol  of  our 
love  and  adoration  of  Him.

play  he  can,  but  also  to  remark:  “Oen- 
Borship  Is  more  dangerous  than  an  oc¬ 
casional  realistic  line’’— this  must  give  us 
pause,  nie  “occasional  realistic  line’’  In 
many  of  the  present-day  plays  very  often 
has  the  actor  brasenly  taking  the  name 
of  Almighty  God  In  vain,  and  some  of 
the  realism  in  these  lines  Is  more  fit  (or 
the  cesspool  than  for  the  human  mind. 
It  has  been  remarked  that  if  profanity 
and  Indecency  were  taken  from  the  lang¬ 
uage  of  many  of  our  so-called  successful 
dramatists  and  scenario  writers  of  today, 
they  would  be  vocabularly  bankrupts. 

In  an  effort  to  stem  this  tide  of  pro¬ 
fanity  and  moral  filth  on  stage  and 
screen,  earnest;  decent  people  (some  of 
them  not  even  CtuisUans)  have  insisted 
on  the  use  of  censorship  for  the  public's 
proteetton.  Instead  of  supporting  such 
people  In  their  efforts  toward  decency. 
Bishop  Oxnam,  former  President  of  the 
^deral  ODunctl  of  (Thurcbes.  remarks  of 
their  endeavor:  “Censorship  is.  In  fact. 
•Mot's  Deligfat.’  ” 

No  comment  on  such  a  remark  Is  need¬ 
ed.  Reslpes  loquitur. 

It  would  be  bad  enough,  in  this  writer's 
opinion,  to  have  a  minister  with  such  a 
viewpoint  aa  pastor  of  your  church;  R

MISSIONARIES  EVACUATED 
FROM  PEIPING  AREA 

Plans  are  underway  to  transfer 
Southern  Baptists’  thirteen  mission¬ 
aries,  with  seven  children,  from  Peip¬ 
ing  to  Shanghai,  following  advice 
given  American  nationals  through 
eoDsular  authorities,  according  to  Sec¬ 
retary  Baker  James  Cauthen,  writing 
from  Shangtud  November  2. 

Removal  of  this  group  of  language 
students  from  Peiping  is  the  only 
evacuation  immediately  pressing. 
Presence  of  American  Navy  forces  at 
Tsingtao  and  assursuice  that  Ameri¬ 
can  nationals  will  be  evacuated  from 
that  city  in  case  of  emergency  re¬ 
lieves  apprehension  regarding  mis¬ 
sionaries  there.  Mlssionaiies  will  con¬ 
tinue  work  In  Tsingtao  as  long  as 
possible. 

Should  other  evaeustloni  beconae 
ucecssary,  missionaries  wiO  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Mandarln-spemklng  areas  In 
the  Sooth  China  Mission  nntil  needs 
there  ar  met.  FoUowlag  that,  plans 
would  be  considered  for  mls- 

Monarles  In  Yunnan  Provlnec  West 
China,  with  the  dty  of  Kunming  as 
a  colter. 

Dr.  Cauthen  thinks  it  possible  that 
the  Peiping  area  may  not  be  mo¬ 
lested  for  some  time,  but  does  not  feel 
Justified  In  leaving  the  language  stu¬ 
dents  there  under  present  circum¬ 
stances.  The  basic  policy  of  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  is  to  evacuate 
missionaries  from  areas  likely  to  be 
overrun  by  Communists. 

Reminding  Southern  Baptists  of 
evidences  of  God’s  guidance  during 
the  eleven  years  since  the  beginning 
of  Pacific  hostilities  in  1937,  Dr.  Can- 
then  states;  ‘HVe  are  facing  the  situa¬ 
tion  realistically.  We  are  confident 
that  the  Lord  will  continue  to  give  his 
guidance  under  whatever  circum¬ 
stances  may  come.”

It  is  not  what  he  does  to  answer 
the  many  questions  arising  in  our 
political,  industrial  or  social  life,  but 
it  is  the  one  question  first  of  all.  what 
Jesus  does  for  the  Sinner  Vum.

IIGGING  LETTEKS  ARE 
USUALLY  UNWORTHY

Because  of  the  vast  number  of  “beg¬ 
ging  letters”  that  are  being  received 
in  the  United  States  from  the  occu¬ 
pied  aone,  the  chairman  of  the  BWA 
Relief  (Committee  has  been  requested 
to  make  a  statement  concerning  the 
disposition  of  such  letters.  To  this 
end,  I  quote  from  a  letter  from  Carl 
Koch,  director  of  Bruderhllfe— the  re¬ 
lief  organisation  in  Germany  through 
which  the  Relief  Committee  of  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance  channels  all 
relief  efforts.  Mr.  Koch  deals  with  the 
problem  by  quoting  directly  from  a 
letter  from  a  Baptist  pastor  in  Ger¬ 
many  who  had  been  asked  to  investi¬ 
gate  the  sender  of  one  of  the  tradi¬ 
tional  "begging  letters.”  ’The  pastor’s 
analysis  of  the  case  was  as  follows: 

"Ansa-ering  your  letter  of  July  34th,  I 
can  tell  you  the  Information  coDcerning 
the  family  of  Henlnrlch  ter  Laak,  Ober- 
mendlg,  Neustr.  75.  gave  as  a  result  that 
we  here  once  more  have  to  do  “with  a 
beggar  of  the  worst  kind.  Mr.  ter  Laak 
to  a  bom  Hollander,  who  lives  with  his 
family  in  good  circumstances  and  in 
hto  imdamaged  bouse.  The  ter  LaaLs 
are  known  In  the  whole  village  as  swind¬ 
lers,  and  have  the  worst  possible  reputa¬ 
tion.  The  Burgermelster  of  Obermendig 
said,  “That  the  ter  Laaks  bad  been  re¬ 
ceiving  for  a  long  time  Innumerable 
packages  from  America.  Packages  which 
they  at  once  sold,  and  that  be  continual¬ 
ly  receives  inquiries  from  all  po&sible 
lr.stitutlons.*  Mrs.  ter  Leak's  mother  has 
two  sisters  in  America,  who  are  caid  to 
send  her  numerous  addresses  to  which 
then  the  begging  letters  are  sent.  .  .  , 
Any  support  of  the  ter  Laaks  through 
our  Hilfswerk  would  be  a  sin  and  a 
shame.  On  the  beasls  of  our  experience 
we  can  only  repeat  once  more  that  those 
people  who  write  the  cleverest  applica¬ 
tions  are  those  who  are  in  the  least  dis¬ 
tress.’*

request  for  help  should  forward  the  let¬ 
ters  to  the  chairman  of  the  Relief  Com¬ 
mittee  or  to  the  Washington  office  of  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance  <1628-16th  St.,  N.

3.  The  answer  to  our  church  needs 
today.

Of  the 
other,  they  exclaimed — What  a  won¬ 
derful  Saviour  that  one  has.  Philip 
preached  Jesus  to  the  Eunoch  and  he 
was  saved,  Paul  began  by  preaching 
Jesus  to  the  Jews  in  old  Dama.scus. 
Let  our  churches  lift  that  banner  and 
march  on  under  it  to  victory,  “Jesus 
Is  The  Answer”.

man  is  one  of  the  most  striking  and  v 
reveals  the  depths  of  His  love  for  the  ' 
lost.  She  represented  both  the  down  J 
and  outs  and  the  up  and  outs.  His  V 
nudn  purpose  In  coming  to  the  world  t 
in  the  flesh  was  that  He*  might  save  > 
the  lost.  ^ 

Jesus  was  also  deeply  interested  in  1 
the  bodies  of  men  and  rejoiced  In  the  I 
privilege  of  exercising  His  power  over  s 
disease,  and  as  far  as  the  record  goes  1 
mever  turned  away  one  who  was  sick  I 
or  maimed,  rebuking  the  fever  and  < 
restoring  the  wtlhered  hand.  He  was  1 
.  Interested  In  bodies,  because  our  1 
bodies  are  the  dwelling  place  of  our  < 
spirit  and  not  only  our  spirit  but  the  * 
Holy  Spirit.  These  bodies  should  be 
lit  houses  for  the  Indwelling  spirit. 

JcMM  was  also  interested  in  the 
Intellsctnal  man.  A  great  deal  of  His 
tlwM  was  given  in  teaching  the  people 
in  general,  and  then  in  giving  special 
Instmctlon  to  the  ones  who  repre¬ 
sent  the  *KlaUed,”  the  special  group 
to  whom  Be  eras  charging  the  rc- 
aponsihility  of  leadership  in  the  carry¬ 
ing  on  what  Be  “Began  io  do  and 
teach.” 

Again  Jesus  was  Interested  in  the 
emotkmal  num.

He  had  been  to  a  ^)eclallst  and 
a  successful  operation  had  been  per-  •* 
formed  and  he  was  seeing  again,  and  n 
as  he  said,  better  than  he  had  ever  q 
seen.  Yes.  through  our  hospitals  we 
are  ministering  to  these  temples  that 
house  the  Spirit.  All  we  have  done 
for  them  has  been  to  erect  and  equip 
them,  they  have  always  been  self- 
supporting. 

WE  ARE  INTERESTED  IN  GIVING 
A  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  TO  OUR 
people.  This  Is  revealed,  not  only  In 
that  we  have  throughout  the  years 
maintained  institutions  of  learning, 
but  that  our  program  of  promotion  as 
it  is  represented  by  the  Training 
Union,  Sunday  School,  Brotherhood, 
and  W.  M.  U.  Is  definitely  educational.

believe  we  are  stiU  In  a  democratic  , 
administration,  giving  us  a  Board  of  , 
say  81.  I  think  they  wiU  work  out  , 
such  an  organisation  of  re-adjust- 
ment. 

We  have  a  thirty  minute  weekly 
brMdcast  set  np  for  a  period  of  two 
months.  THEY  wUl  have  a  Baptist 
•wned  and  operated  broadcasting  sta- 
thm  operating  for  no  leas  than  1< 
hours  a  day  sending  out  the  blessed 
good  news.  Each  department  and  In- 
stHution  will  have  a  daily  period 
irhen  they  may  report  the  progress 
and  plans  of  their  work. 

We  have  four  colleges  each  with  a 
separate  board  of  trustees.  Some  are 
dreaming  of  a  great  Baptist  Univer¬ 
sity  in  Mississippi,  of  which  these 
present  colleges  may  be  imits,  with 
one  board  of  trustees.

In  an  automobtle 
accident  Sunday  morning.  November 
7.  Mrs.  Albert  Hodge,  Miss  wiHe  Mc-

Fred  Chestnut  of  Eight- Mile,  Aiatw..... 
were  seriously  Injured.

Thus  after  M  years  several  major 
iDtereats  were  the  concern  of  three  na¬ 
tionwide  socleUee.  But  divisive  interests 
uxl  tendencies  were  working  strongly 
against  the  movement  to  cement  the 
Baptists  in  one  denomination. 

By  1S4S  failure  was  evident.  They  could 
not  integrate  a  spiritual  unity  and  fel¬ 
lowship  sufficient  to  stand  the  strain  ol 
divergent  secular  theories  and  material 
interests.  The  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  was  constituted— a  secession  from 
the  General  Convention.  There  was  no 
formal  separation  from  either  the  Publi¬ 
cation  Society  or  the  Home  Mission  So¬ 
ciety.  In  the  South,  Sunday  School  inter¬ 
ests  and  publications  were  until  much 
later  in  part  cared  for  by  organisations 
Independent  of  the  Convention  and  by 
the  Domestic  Board. 

The  name  was  changed  to  The  Ameri¬ 
can  Baptist  Missionary  Union.  Thus,  all 
the  denominational  agencies  centering  in 
the  Northern  section,  by  name  and  claim, 
were  “America,”  nation-wide  in  con¬ 
stituency  and  field  of  operation.  Each 
agency  was  a  distinct,  unrelated  unit. 
New  org^lsatlons  to  meet  the  expand¬ 
ing  and  developing  opportunities  were 
all  caUed  “American,”  and  their  com- 
pr^enslve  designations  were  not  sur¬ 
rendered  when  the  Northern  Convention, 
by  its  name  and  for  the  most  part  in 
planning,  accepted  a  limiting  and  delim¬ 
iting  program  <1908).  This  is  important 
in  considering  the  questions  of  territory 
which  have  more  and  more  called  for 
consideration. 

The  ideal  of  a  nation-wide  denomlna- 
Uon  has  not  aUained  actual  reallzaUon. 
That  great  name,  “General  Convention 
of  the  Baptist  Denomination  in  the 
United  SUtes,”  has  watted  for  more 
than  a  century  for  our  people  to  reclaim 
it  and  fulfill  the  ideal  of  its  founders. 

11  Northern  Baptists  held  steadUy  in 
aU  lines  to  the  claim  to  be  “American.” 
Southern  Baptists  confessedly  were  also 
neither  sectional  or  secUrian.  They 
made  a  special  point  of  claiming  that 
their  "constitution  is  precisely  that  of 
the  original  union.”  The  preamble  and 
articles  of  the  constitution  followed  ver- 
batlnr^the  words  of  the  General  Conven¬ 
tion’s  constitution,  save  where  modlfica- 
tlons  were  essential  to  fact  and  mean¬ 
ing.  “Northern  and  Southern  Baptists 
are  still  brethren.  They  differ  in  no 
arUcle  of  faith  ...  are  guided  by  the 
same  principles  of  gospel  order.” 

If  the  Southerners  bad  held  consistent¬ 
ly  to  this  affirmaUon  and  if  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  in  Richmond 
in-  1S46,  they  had  appropriated  the  then 
abandoned  name  of  the  General  Con¬ 
vention  and  bad  presented  and  con¬ 
ducted  their-  organisation  as  the  actual 
continuation  of  that  Ooventlon,  the  his¬ 
tory  of  American  Baptists  might  have 
been  very  different  from  its  actual 
course.  They  did  not  see  their  opportun¬ 
ity. 

While  they  invited  membership  from 
“all  parts  of  the  United  SUtes  and  their 
territories,”  they  put  up  protecting  bar¬ 
riers  against  possible  trouble  from  too 
free  a  response.  RepresenUtion  from 
Bouthem  sUtes  was  on  the  basis  of  one 
delegate  for  each  $250.00  contributed  to 
the  work  of  the  Oonvention,  with  a  limit 
•  of  ten  from  any  organisation;  from  ter¬ 
ritory  outside  the  South,  $1,000.00  was 
necessary  for  a  delegate,  and  the  limit 
for  any  organization  was  five. 

Still  it  was  clearly  the  intention  to 
place  no  geographical  limits  to  the  mem¬ 
bership  or  to  the  operatlgns  of  the  Con¬ 
vention.  In  1540  the  Domestic  Board  was 
already  concerned  with  the  westward 
emigration  and  in  1849  emphasized  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  “newly  acquired  terri¬ 
tories  of  California  and  New  Mexico.” 
with  special  and  extended  stress  on  Cal-

At  no  time  has  there  been  any  cos»- 
stltutlonal  recession  from  this  natloo- 
wide  concept.  Upon  occasion  member¬ 
ship  has  Included  delegates  from  several 
Northern  sU^s,  inctudlng  New  York 

Oregon,  and  others  in  addition  to 
border  sUtes. 

When  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention 
came  into  being,  by  lU  name  H  recog¬ 
nised  a  geographical  emphasis,  yet 
adopted  the  preamble  and  followed  large¬ 
ly  the  lines  of  the  constitution  of  the 
original  General  Convention.  In  no  way 
did  it  place  constitutional  bmlU  on  lU 
q>here  of  membership,  support,  or  ac¬ 
tivity.  R  was  originated  to  “serve  the 
common  InUrest  of  our  entire  brother¬ 
hood.”  n  Is  within  the  framework  M 
these  fundamental  facU  that  all  que6>- 
tlons  of  limlUtlon  and  dellmtution  of 
territory  as  between  Conventions  must 
be  considered. 

During  the  first  20  years  arter  the 
division  there  was  natturally  little  oc¬ 
casion  for  any  adJustmenU  as  to  terri¬ 
tory.  Lines  were  too  sharply  drawn.  The 
CivU  War  left  the  South  economically 
prostrate  in  the  face  of  a  stupendous 
spiritual  responsibility  for  Negroes;  In¬ 
dians;  destitute  communities  and  in¬ 
adequate  church  life,  ministry,  and  phy¬ 
sical  equipment;  expanding  frontiers, 
moving  population;  and  shortly,  for 
growing  immigration  from  Northern  ter¬ 
ritory,  from  the  Orient,  and  then  from 
Europe.  The  relatively  opulent  North  ac¬ 
cepted  a  spiritual  obligation,  especially 
for  the  Negroes  but  also  for  the  entire 
country.  Including  the  depressed  South¬ 
ern  whltesu  And  all  the  vast  Southeast 
and  West  were  clearly  open  opportunity 
aiKl  responsibility  for  an  American  Bap- 
tlsU. 

In  their  impoverished  circumstances 
Southern  Baptists  were  in  no  position  to 
resist  nor  too  strongly  to  resent  what¬ 
ever  the  Home  Mission  Society  ml^t 
be  ready  to  do  by  way  of  help.  In  the 
case  of  the  Negroess  the  workers  came 
from  the  North  and  their  work  did  not 
raise  too  many  questions  nor  excessive 
resentments.  In  aU  the  territory  west  of 
the  Miwissippl.  the  Home  Mission  So¬ 
ciety  and  the  PubllcaUon  Society  found 
a  challenging  and  fruitful  field  and  little 
competition  or  tension  with  the  Domestic 
Board. 

As  the  war  animosities  receded  some¬ 
what  and  where  the  Southern  resources 
were  so  very  insufficient  for  the  pressing 
needs,  the  response  to  help  and  to  sepa¬ 
rate  work  from  Northern  Baptists  ber 
came  more  cordial.  There  developed 
really  significant  quesUonlng  whether  tt 
was  good  religion  and  good  statesman¬ 
ship  to  continue  the  Southern  Conven¬ 
tion.  Of  coiuse  the  prevailing  majority 
could  not  think  of  surrender.  But  it  was 
not  unUl  the  Ws  that  the  permanence 
and  independence  of  the  Convention  was 
assured  and  accepted. 

In  the  areas  east  of  the  Mississippi 
River,  the  territory  chiefly  Involved  in 
the  is^ue  over  which  the  division  came 
in  1845,  while  there  was  overUpplng  in

Moreover,  during  this  year  Ood  has 
blessed  our  efforts  with  217  decisions 
for  Christ  Of  this  number  147  were 
professions  of  faith,  47  additions  by 
letter,  and  23  were  all-out  surrenders 
for  special  service.  It  is  our  purpose 
to  promote  all  of  our  work  with  a 
ccHnpassion  for  souls.  We  therefore 


thank  Qod  and  take  courage.  '

Texas  Baptists  To 
Fight  Nine  Evils

HOUSTON,  Tex.  —  (RN8) —  Armed 
with  a  $10,000,000  budget,  the  cen¬ 
tennial  meeting  of  the  Baptist  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention  of  Texas  closed  here 
with  a  promise  to  fight  “nine  out¬ 
standing  evils.” 

The  Convention  approved  a  pro¬ 
posal  of  Dr.  TTlson  F.  Maynard,  the 
group’s  civic  righteousness  committee 
chairman,  that  the  Baptists  during 
the  next  year  fight  against  liquor, 
gambling.  Indecent  and  Immoral 
movies,  bad  literature,  divorce,  dese¬ 
cration  of  womanhood.  Juvenile  and 
adult  delinquency.  Sabbath  desecra¬ 
tion  and  war. 

In  its  war  sn  Ilqnor  the  Convention 
renewed  a  pledge  to  support  the 
United  Texas  Drys  during  1849  in  a 
drive  to  return  prohibition  to  Texas. 

The  $10,000,000  budget,  triple  that 
of  1048.  wUl  give  $2,900,000  to  causes 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
$1,100,000  to  state  work,  and  $8,000,000 
to  Baptist  colleges  and  hospitals 
throughout  the  state. 

The  Convention  also  endorsed  es¬ 
tablishment  of  three  welfare  institu¬ 
tions — a  home  for  the  aged  here,  a 
ranch  for  homeless  and  destitute 
boys  and  a  home  for  unwed  mothers. 

Dr.  C.  Wade  Freeman,  sUte  super¬ 
intendent  of  evangelism,  voiced  the 
■ced  for  establishment  of  new 

mission  stations  in  Texas’  rapidly  ex¬ 
panding  suburban  and  industrial

1.  POETRY.  It  is  “Verbal  Obmposi- 
lion,  imaginative  and  concrete  in  mat¬ 
ter.  and  emotional  and  rhythmic  in 
form.”  “Rhythm  Is  the  recurrence  of 
accented  and  unaccented  syllables  in 
regular  order.”  Hebrew  poetry  te  not 
like  ours,  expressed  for  the  moat  part, 
m  what  we  may  call  rhymes. 

The  genius  of  Hebrew  poetry  was  in 
Its  paraUellsms.  Its  rhythm  was  logical 
rather  than  verbal.  There  was  synony¬ 
mous  paralleUam.  in  which  the  same 
thing  is  repeated  in  different  words,  as 
■in  the  second  verse  of  the  first  Psalm; 
“But  his  delight  is  in  the  law  of  the 
LORO;  AND  IN  His  law  doth  he  medi¬ 
tate  day  and  night.”  Sometimes  the 
iiaraDeUsm  is  antithetic,  when  the 
thought  of  the  second  line  is  opposite  to 
that  of  the  first  line.  "A  wise  son  maketh 
a  glad  father:  but  a  foolish  son  is  the 
ueavineas  of  bis  mother.”

Po^lry  in  tbe  Bible.  A  few  days  ags,  one 
•f  the  fine  EngUsb  teacbers  sf  Miaais- 
dppi  College.  Mrs.  McAfee,  gave  a  moot

er  diarans  a  sabjrct  witk  more  case  and 
thoronghness  and  more  deligktaome  ef¬ 
fect  In  lyric  poetry  tbe  poet  seeks  to 
rive  exprr  salon  to  his  own  emotions  and 
experiences:  his  Joya  or  sorroars.  Ida 
aspirations  or  despair;  or  he  reprodnces 
in  words  the  impression  which  nature 
and  history  have  made  upon  him. 

It  is  of  tbe  very  nature  of  religion 
that  tt  should  express  Itself  in  eat«;  for 
religiaa  lays  bold  of  tbe  deepest  emo¬ 
tions  of  the  soul,  and  causes  the  heart 
strings  to  vibrate  with  the  most  varied 
xnd  powerful  feelings  of  which  man  is 
cspable,  which  can  only  find  expression 
through  the  voice  and  pen  in  those  forms 
of  human  language  which  alone,  by  their 
varied  movement,  can  express  their 
varied  emotions.

A 
little  later  he  was  the  inspiration  In 
getting  the  State  Training  Union 
Convention  organized  and  became  the 
first  secretary,  with  L.  P.  Leavell  as 
the  first  president.  Not  long  after  this 
these  two  men  were  employed  by  the 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  of  Nash¬ 
ville  and  became  two  of  the  first 
Southwide  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y. 
P.  U.  field  workers.  From  then  on 
both  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  be¬ 
gan  to  take  root  and  grow.  In  1918 
these  same  men  became  heads  of 
two  great  departments  of  the  Sunday 
School  Board,  Simday  School  Admin¬ 
istration  and  B.-  T.  P.  U.  Mr.  Flake 
accepting  the  Sunday  School  Admin¬ 
istration  department.  We,  along  with 
the  entire  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tloa,  are  greatly  Indebted  to  Mr. 
Flake  whom  we  are  honoring  today, 
for  his  contribution  to  this  depart¬ 
ment  of  work.

LIFE  AS  CHURCH  WORKER 

Chicago — Artbur  BlDer,  2*.  aerved 
his  Jail  sentence  and  then  asked  the_ 
warden  11  he  could  sUy  In  the  SUte- 
vllle  Penitentiary  six  months  longer. 

HUler's  reason  for  this  unprecedented 
request  was  simple.  He  was  taking  sev¬ 
eral  correspondence  school  Bible  courses 
and  be  wanted  to  complete  them. 

When  the  warden  pointed  out  that  It 
was  legally  Impossible  to  comply  with 
such  a  request.  HUler  accepted  his  re¬ 
lease  and  came  immediately  to  tbe  Pa¬ 
cific  Garden  Mission  here,  a  celebrated 
refuge  for  down-and-outers,  to  begin  life 
anew  as  a  church  worker. 

HUler's  converiaon  from  a  criminal 
career— which  started  with  a  burglary  at 
the  age  of  15— dates  back  to  194«  when 
he  heard  a  sermon  deUvered  by  the 
Rev.  Peter  Tanls,  a  ProtesUnt  chaplain.

Rifts  of  Blue

"Be  Of  good  cheer— I  have  over¬ 
come  the  world,”  said  Jesus,  in  John 
16;33. 

Dr.  Dana  Gibson  after  a  six  months 
tour  of  the  world,  spoke  on  his  return 
on  the  theme.  “What’s  Right  With  the 
World?”  When  asked  how  he  could 
speak  on  such  a  theme  after  touring 
the  world  with  his  eyes  open,  he  de¬ 
clared  it  would  be  much  easier  to 
speak  on  “What  Wrong  With  the 
World?”  because  it  is  human  nature 
to  catch  discords  rather  than  har¬ 
monies.  “But,”  he  added,  “Surveying 
the  world  picture  today,  I  feel  as  one 
who  gazes  upon  a  sky  o’er  cast  with 
dark  clouds  but  who  secs  here  and 
there  the  most  glorious  rifts  of  blue.” 

Senator  Harry  C.  Cain  leaving 
Washington  to  attend  the  World  As¬ 
sembly  for  Moral  Rearmament  In 
Switzerland  in  September  said:  "It  la 
not  enough  to  focus  the  light  on 
what’s  wrong,  but  it  is  imperaitve 
we  unite  on  wbat’s  right.”  These 
statements  called  to  my  mind  my  own 
rcMtion  recently  after  an  examina¬ 
tion  of  a  copy  of  “Life”  magaxine  and 
then  copies  of  “The  Union  Signal,” 
“The  Christian  Herald,"  “The  World 
Outlook”  and  “The  Chicago  Christian 
Advocate.”  Despite  the  skill  shown  and 
risks  Incurred  to  get  excellent  and 
unusual  pictures,  despite  some  beau¬ 
tiful  pictures,  when  I  reached  the 
last  page  of  “Life”,  I  had  a  sad  and 
hopeless  feeling,  “My  people,"  I 
thought,  “are  willing  to  deceive  and 
degrade  their  fellow  men  for  the  sake 
of  money — My  people  are  vulgar,  ex¬ 
travagant.  selfish  and  irreligious.” 

Turning  to  the  Christian  magazines, 
I  found  men  and  women  teaching  a 
better  way  of  life,  a  healthful,  non¬ 
alcoholic  way,  an  unselfish,  forgiving 
way.  a  glorious  way,  the  way  Jesus 
walked  giving  themselves  unreserved¬ 
ly  In  service  to  draw  men  everywhere 
to  Christ.  My  soul  was  filled  with  Joy 
and  hope. 

As  we  look  at  the  Alcobol  Problem  In 
our  own  State,  what  are  some  of  the  rifts 
of  blue  As  we  find  solutions  In  Missis¬ 
sippi  we  shall  be  helping  to  solve  Na¬ 
tional  and  World  alcobol  problems. 

'The  first  rift  is  our  Incomparable 
Leader,  Guide  and  Saviour,  who  taught 
us  to  pray,  "Thy  Kingdom  Come.’’  Jesus 
would  not  have  taught  ua  to  pray  for  an 
unattainable  goal.  The  Christian  religion 
alone  makes  hope  a  cardinal  virtue.  The 
second  Is  the  renewed  Interest  and  activ¬ 
ity  In  our  Churches,  both  among  our 
ministers,  the  women's  organizations  and 
the  leaders  of  youth.  The  third  rift  is  the 
cltoracter  ef  the  young  people  theno- 
aelrea.  Yea,  many  learn  to  drink  in  higk 
arbool,  continue  in  college  and  some 
meet  accident  or  death  oa  the  highway, 
but  others  are  looking  the  problem  to  the 
face  and  saying,  as  a  college  boy  to  my 
town  aaid  to  me« recently,  "My  body  is 
the  temple  of  God  and  I  refuse  to  defile 
or  degrade  It  with  alcobol."  The  fourth 
rift  Is  the  increasing  number  of  organiza¬ 
tions  attacking  the  problem. 

The  State  rightly  emphasizes  alcohol 
education  tn  the  public  schools,  but  many 
schools  do  not  carry  out  the  instructions 
of  the  law  or  the  suggestions  of  the  di¬ 
rector  of  narcotics  education;  the  Church¬ 
es  are  beginning  to  give  more  time  and 
thought  to  temperance  instruction  In  the 
graded  lessons  of  the  church  school  pro¬ 
grams  of  the  youth  societies,  and  wo¬ 
men's  organizations,  but  little  Is  done 
to  educate  men  or  to  train  teachera. 
Other  organizations  emphas&e  legisla¬ 
tion.  law  enforcement,  cltlaenshlp.  and 
etui  others  rehabilitation.
